Coal mine horrors are of such fre- 
quent occurrence that they are be- 
coming, in the language of Mark 
Twain, monotonous. There is vo 
reasonable excuse iu the world for 
such map-killing disasters. Miners, 
through the avariciousoess of oper- 
ators or incompetent management, 
are crowded into death traps that 
usher them into eternity by the 
hundreds, without a momeut's 
warning. Mines are vot properly 
ventilated, and but little attention 
is paid to the construction of places 
of escape in case of an acci- 
dent. If these mines were ven- 
tilated as they should be ex- 
plosions would be of rare occurrence, 
and the distressing circumstances 
that follow them would be un- 
knowp. Miners know when the 
mines become dangerous, and not 


unfrequently call attention to the} 


fact, but whether they are safe or 
otherwise the poor fellows must 
delve in them and face the danger 
that surrounds them or quit work 
and starve. Between the two al- 
ternatives they choose the former, 
and are dashed to death in the dark 
and dreary underground works in 
the coal regions. Those who oper- 
ate such mines should be compelled 
to provide every means of escape 
possible, and should also bé forced 
to ventilate their properties prop- 
erly.

Decoration Day in the Empire 
State. 


A COLD-BLOODED MURDER. 


The Immortal Lincoln Not For-

[PRESS DISPATCHES TO THE GAEETTE| 
Decoration Day in New York. 
New York, May 30. 
Reports to the Associated Press in- 
dicate that Decoration Day was gen- 
erally observed throughout the East. 
Business was very generally sus- 
pended in this city to-day, and the 
streets were thronged at an early hour 
with dense crowds of people waiting, 


with patient expectation, the usual 
Decoration Day procession. 

Thousands of people are yisiting the 
tomb of General Grant to do honor to 
the illustrious dead. The procession 
was composed of militiaand veteran 
organizations, interspersed through- 
out with carriages containing maimed 
veterans, and was reviewed by Gov- 
ernor Hill, accompanied by Generals 
Sherman, Sheridan, Sickles and many 
other distinguished people. It is esti- 
mated that there were about 15,000 
people in line. 

Karly in the day Mrs. Grant stood 
atthe tomb of the hero of Appomat- 
tox, and, entering, placed her personal 
token of flowers upon the casket 
within. Though the narrow space 
was filled with foliage, hors was the 
only offering of blooming flowers, all 
else heavy leafand dark green. Mrs. 
Grant went away to her home 80 as 
not to be present when tbe public 
should come to the services. There 
were offerings from the Viceroy of 
China, his Minister here; from the 
Loyal Legion and many others. 
Twenty thousand people were pres- 
ent when the services began at 4. 
Grant Post, of Brbdoklyn, was iu 
charge, assisted by Morgan and Ham- 
ilton Posts. Fifty colored ladies iu 
uniform marched to the tomb with 
flowers. There were appropriate ser- 
vices according to the G. A. R. ritual. 


Bandits Captured After a Struggie 
BROWNSVILLE, Texas, May 31, 
Yesterday morning the Balsa cutoff 
above Santa Maria, on Mexican 
territory, and the refuge of 
desperate bandits, thieves and 


smuggiers, was raided by fvurces 
from both sides of the river, 
Sheriff Brito, of this county, aud 
Deputy Clausener, of Hidalgo, with 
about fifty rancheros aud deputies, 
entered and drove out the bandits, 
who met with a warm reception on 
the other side from a detachment of 
the Third cavalry under coummand of 
Colonel Nieves Her®andez.

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“MEMORIAL DAY. 


mOW {iT WAS OBSERVED IN 
RENO. ’ 


Mere Fiewers Than Were Ever 


Never was Memorial Day ob- 
served with more zeal and spirit 
than in Reoo yesterday. When 
the overland train arrived from the 
west box after box of flowers for 
Mitchell Post, local societies and 
private individuals were unloaded, 
and it was remarked by Wells 
Fargo @ Oo’s express agent that he 
never before saw so many of Cali- 
fornia’s beauties arrive in Reno op 
one occasion: Before the appointed 
hour arrived carriages and other 
vehicles in large numbers, many of 
them from neighboring ranches, 
collected on Virginia and Second 
streets, and when the line of pro- 
cession was formed it was undoubt- 


edly the longestever witnessed in a 
Nevadsu towu. A pretty feature of 
the line was tke large number of 
achool children in wagons trimmed 
with bunting. At half-past 1 
o’clock the line moved northward 
on Virginia street to Commercial 
ltow, west on Commercial Row to 
Sierra street, north on Sierra streef 
to Hillside cemetery, where the 
first exercises of the day were held. 
Aiter a dirge was played gm 
Reno brass band, Hon Wm. eb- 
ster, President of the day,addressed 
the assemblage as follows. 


Soldiers of the Republic, Citizens and 
Friends—We are in this city of the 
dead on this beuutifal day by permis- 
sion ofan overruling and beneficent 
Creator, for the purpose of showing by 
outward signs and solemn acts our 
devotion to the memory of our de- 
parted soldiers and friends; to show 
by s h and song our lasting appre- 
ciation of the brave deeds of departed 
heroes, and our abiding affection for 
departed loved ones. We have come 
to strew their graves with flowers on 
this oational holiday, hallowed and 
sacred to the memory of every dead 
soldier who fought for his country. 

Veteran soldiers of the Republic, I 
was permitted in my childhood to 
look upon aged, and I may say last, of 
the soldiers who fought the battles of 
the revolation, and I now bold and 
ever have held such permission as 
the grandest privilege of my life, and 
the memory thereof is amongst the 
dearest remembrances of my life. A 
generation yet unborn will tell of the 
last Union voldiers, as I have now told 
of the last revolutionary soldiers; that 
their highest privilege in life was and 
their dearest, sweetest and most beau- 
tiful recolleciions are, that they had 
been permitted in childhood to behold 
in life but in very old age a Union sol- 
dier. 

A national air was theo suug by 
the chuir, composed of the Misses 
E. Quaiffe, Belie Harris, Jessie 
Finlayson, §. A. Harris, and Mrs. 
R. Ryland, and Robert Lindsay, F. 
B. Mercer, Guy Manning, C. M. 
Fassett, A. Harris and Pref. O. 
Rivg. Rev. Wm. Lucas offered up 
a prayer and General N. P. Jaques, 
P. U., read an address, SIlon. ©. C. 

Powning, ove ofthe orators of the 
day, delivered the following ora- 
tion iu an eloquent style: 

Mr. President, Soldiers, Ladies and 
Gentlemen:—How bright and joyful, and 
yet bow solemn, this holiday 
Tue God of Nature approves of the holy

limbs, of the stretcher and all the 


work in which ‘we are engaged. The 
moroipng sun shines brighter than ever) 
upon our brown Sierr: hiils aud from! 
the skies reflects the beuuty of our green 
fields, watered by the crystal drops of 
the Truckee from Taboe’s lovely fvunt- 
ain, making Nature's velvety carpet 
softer than usual totread. The budding 
trees and waving wild flowers are not 
unmindful of their part, and cheerfully 
add their sweetest blooms to adora tbe 
borderiog of the soul's testimonial to 
Loyalty aod Valor. No other spot on | 
this fair earth should take greater pride | 
than this in grasping the iuspiration of ! 
the occasiou, for on Reno’s baptismal | 
font is the chiseled name of a General | 
who was one of the most gallant and | 
heroic of those who laid down their lives 
for love of country. To we the very air 
seews laden with the choicest tokeus of 
love and affection, and but a winiature | 
of the scene travspirivg tu every spot) 
where the American flag is devotedly | 
loved und respected, sacred and sancti- | 
fied for all tame, for half-mast though it) 
be, every movement of its stars and. 
stripes unfolds to view and encircles 
mankind with tbe glorious precepts of 
Fratervity, Charity and Loyalty, the 
mottoes of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, to whom this day is lovingty, 
gratefully dedicated. The roses and 
lilies were ngver as sweet and beautiful 
as now, breathing incense to the memory 
of those whcese spirits are on high, trust. 
ing that from the clouds the martyred 
braves are. bending, serenely contew- 
plating the perfumed tributes fronf their 
graves ascending, and offering visions. 
of comfort and hope to their living com- 
rades, pledging all anew to that union 
of States, one avd inseparable, that 
makes the Republic seeure. 

Memory reiuctantly recalls that cer- 
tain States attempted to dissolve the 
Union because of their failure to secure 
the aggre to extnd the slave system 
within the Union; tbat the right of a 
State to secede was devied; that the war 
preservation of the 
embraces tb 
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agony 
of the hospital, of death in all its most 
horrible forms. 

The last shot had been fired, the 
prison doors opened, the shackles of 
four million persone brcken, and there 
came a gieat calm over the land. Just 
about a quarter of a century ago, 
and the country has prospered s0 
wonderfully us to excite the ad- 
miration of every living being. It 
has lost Lincoln. It has lost Gar- 
field. it has lost Grant. It has lost 
Logan, and in losing him it misses the 
noble soldier who created Memorial Day, 
and taught the people that America 
should devote one day in the year to 
profound respect and Jove of its heroes. 
To that duty it has solemnly bound it- 
self, and with each reourring anniversary 
the love of country grows stronger and 
strouger, until now the whole lend is 
clasped in fraternal bouds. No language 
can expressthe debt we owe to those 
whose graves we decorate to-day, or to 
their cowrades living, who assemble in 
this bailowed reunion. Theirs was the 
embodiment of heroism superb, of loy- 
alty supreme, of victory complete. 5So 
long as we are all brothers, citizens of a 
common coustry, with one flag, and one 
destiny,our first duty should be to prof- 
it by the patriotic lesson imparted, be 
ever grat: fai to those who have gone, 
svlace, cowluct aud provide for those 
whu bave yet to go. Let every flower 
be laid tenderly on the green mounds, 
and the fragrauce of every blossom be 
sweet incense to their memory forever. 

After more music by the choir 
and brase band, during which time 
the work of decorating graves was 
done, the procession was again 
formed and moved to the Masonic 
cemetery, where like literary and 
musical exercises were rendered. 
Hou T. V. Julien delivered with 
expression the oration: 

Soldiers of the Grand Army and Fel- 
low-Citizens: — I am impressed with a 
sense of impropriety in uttering words 
on this occasion. 

If silewce is ever golden, it must be 
here, beside the graves of those whore 
lives Were more significant than words; 
whose patrictism, love of country and 
death was a poew, the wusig of which 
can pever be SUR. 

With words we make promises, plight 
faith and praise virtue; yet promises 
way uot be kept, pligbted faith may be 
broken, and vaunted virtue a cunning 
mask tur vice. We may not know one 
promise these silent heroes made; ove 
word they may bave spoken; but we do 
know that tuey summed up aud per- 
fected by one supreme act the highest 
virtue ot wen aud citizens—for love of 
country they offered their lives a willing 
sacrifice. 

That act solved all doubt and made 
immortal their patriotism and virtue. 
For the noblest man that lives there re- 
wains a conflict. He must still with- 
stand the assauits of time and fortune; 
wust still be assailed by temptations, be- 
fore which lofty vatures Lave fallen; but 
with these the contest was ended, the 
Vielury won, when death stamped on 
loew the great seal of herves, aud ended 
# record which yeura cau dever biot. 

Although many of them escaped death 
op the ba:tle-ficid to meet it further on 
im the civil waiks of life, the fact that 
when the Nation's life was ip peril they 
weat forth to battle and cheerfully wel- 
vowed death in defense of their coun- 
try's flag, entities them to equal hovor 
with their equally brave though less 
fortunate comrades who fell on the fleld 
of battle. 

I iove to believe that no heroic sacri- 
fice ia ever lost; that the character of 
men are moulded and inspired by what 
their fathers bave douwe; that treasured 
up in Awerican souls are all the uncon- 
selvus influences of the great Anglo- 
Sexeon race from Agincourt to banker 
ELitl. 

Cvunlid these weuo be silent in ‘61; 
these whore ancestors had felt the ia- 
spiration of battle on every field where 
civilization bas fought for the Jast 
thousund years? Kead the answer in 
the siabs that mark the soldiers resting 
on the fivids of battle and in every 
eburch-yard through tbis broad land, 

For ueariy balf a century preceding 
the civil war po spot ia apy of these 
States had been the scene of battle. 

Six aud twenty years ago we were the 
Most unwariike nation up the face of 
the earth. ‘Thirty millions of people 
hud « steuding army of less than tea 
thoussud men. 

The taith of our people in the stabil- 
ity avd permanency of our lustitetionus 
was like their taith in the seu aud stars. 
Peace, Worrty and persoual sevurity 
Were Die=8ibzs 48 COMMUn as sUDBbIDE 
and showers; aod all sprang from uo 
Single source; irom the principle pro- 
claimed in the pitgrim cuvenant, that 
ali men owe due obedience to the law- 
fully expressed will of the majority. 

‘hig is not one of the dvvtrines of 
our political system, itis the system 
itwelf; the political firmameut iuto which 
all other traths «are set like stars ip 
leaven; the ivcasing air; the breaths of 
tne Nativn’s life. 

Ayvlust this the whole force of the 
TeVeliive was thrown. Its overthrow 
would have vioughtsuch ruin as might 
fellow.in the physical universe were 
the power of gravitation destroyed. 

The Nation was summoned tu arms 
by tme highest motive that can inspire 
men. Two centaries of freedom had 
reudered our people unfit for despotism. 
Asa flash of lighting, in a widnight 
tempest, reveals the abysmal horrors of 
the deep, so did the flash of the first 
gun reveal the awiul abyss into which 
rebellion was ready to plange us. 

That disclosare, in one moment 
kindled the fire in twenty million ot 
hearts, and caused thousands of loyal 
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of our soldiers, and made them sing on 
their way to battle: 
**Ip the beauties of the lillies, 
Christ was born across the sea, 
With a glory in bis bosom that 
Transfigured you aud me; 
As he died to make wen holy 
Let us die to make men free.”’ 


With such inspirations failure was 
impossible. That struggle consecrated, 
in some degree, every man who bore « 
worthy 

Fortunate men! Your country lives 
because of your courage and valor. 
Your fame is placed where the breath of 
calumny can never reach it; where the 
mistakes of a weary life can never dim 
its brightness. 

While this nation lives a grateful peo- 
ple shall adorn your graves with choicest 
flowers at each recurring year. For this 
have we met to-day; I will delay the 
coronation no longer. 


‘It appeared as though nearly 
every grave inthe two cemeteries 
was decorated with flowers, not 
only the fallen heroes belog re- 
membered but other loved ones 
who still live in memory.
